Since control is the game, the 
blessing can never be given and 
the child chases a carrot on a stick 
for the rest of their lives. The other 
children go on with their lives and 
are accepted. This child performs 
and is not accepted. Almost invari- 
ably, this is the child who will 
make the important decisions 
involving the parents in their later 
lives. My hope is that late or not, 
these children can confront their 
parents, declare their indepen- 


dence and begin the process of 


breaking free. This will not be 
easy, nor fast, nor pleasant, but it 
will mean they begin to live whole 
lives and it's about time that they 
did!

anything but family-friendly

Ask most education experts - 
of any philosophical bent - the 
single most important factor in 
the schooling of cur children, 
and they most often point to 
parental involvement. It pro- 
motes discipline and encour- 
ages excellence. But unfortu- 
nately, we havé develoffed an 
educational system in this 
country that is anything but 
family-friendly. 

Indeed, it excludes parents 
from the most basic decisions 
in the education of their chil- 
dren, and it is our kids who 
suffer. 

There can be little doubt that. 
our schools are failing us. More 
than half of Florida's fourth- 
graders cannot read on their 
grade level; more than 40 per- 
cent of entering college fresh- 
men in Florida require remedi- 

тъ long-term conséquerices 
for both their future atid óür 
country are frightening. 
According to a survey by the 
National Association of Manu- 
facturers, the average manu- 
facturer rejects five out of 
every six job candidates. One- 
third regularly reject appli- 
cants because they cannot read 
or write adequately. Another 
one-fourth reject applicants 
due to poor communication and 
math skills. 1 

Unfortunately, little has 
changed since the monumental 
1983 study, A Nation At Risk, 
warned that "the educational 
foundations of our society are 
presently being eroded by a 
rising tide of mediocrity.” 

Florida has doubled per- 
pupil spending on education 
from 1980 to 1990, even after 
adjusting for inflation. Yet

greater funding has not 
improved student performance. 
The current system does noth- 
ing to reward success and pun- 
ish failure. 

Part of the problem is a 
creeping mind set, all too com- 
mon in our schools today: stu- 
dents are seen as merely a 
final product, and parents as a 
problem. Parents have little 
influence over where their chil- 
dren attend school, which cur- 
riculum they study, and the 
teachers that will instruct 
their children. (Parents can 
only influence the education of 
their children in public schools 
by enrolling them in private 
schools - an option that not 
everyone can afford.) 

In this climate should it be 

any surprise that parents 
appear disinterested in their 
Children's progress? 
Florida needs a family- 
ienaly ied ep pl ete 
which encourages parental 
involvement, and recent legis- 
lation to create charter schools 
will do just that. It has already 
passed the full Senate and 
debate on House Bill 403 is set 
to begin in the legislature. 

This bill will allow adminis- 
trators, teachers and parents 
to create innovative public 
schools under contract or char- 
ter with a public agency such 
as a local school board. 

Charter schools would make 
public schools creative, flexible 
and responsive to the needs of 
students and parents. Many 
suffocating government regula- 
tions would be pushed aside. 
Charter schools would also 
eliminate the distance between 
parents and the school's deei- 
sion-makers, who would often 
encourage parental input 
before making certain deci- 


sions, 

Parents would have more 
influence over curriculum and 
the teachers that educate their. 
children. Suddenly, mom and 
dad would be at the center of: 
their child's education; not a 
silent bystander. 

There are now 20 states with 
Charter School Laws and more 
than 200 charter schools 
around the country. Students 
from all economic and racial 
backgrounds participate in this 
revolutionary approach since 
parents from every ethnic 
group and financial level are 
concerned for the welfare of 
their children, 

These are publicly funded 
institutions which must con- 
form to federal anti-discrimi- 
nation laws and meet the 
needs of disabled children. 

The most common objection 
to charter schools is that it will 
eepeatenentlaves of wealthy, 
sbyight studente, leàving spe-' 
"itl-héeds children behind. 
This is not only contrary to the 
experience in existing charter 
schools in states such as Cali- 
fornia, Arizona, Minnesota, 
and Michigan, but it is also 
patently insulting to parents 
and families from lower socioe- 
conomic backgrounds.

unwed teen mothers. 

The P.A.C.E. program pro- 
vides education, counseling, 
and case management ser- 
vices. 

The purpose of the program 
is to prevent or reduce the
